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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 30-51 are currently pending in the instant application, appear allowable 
over the prior art of record and have been renumbered as claims 1-22. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

This invention 
relates to a process for preparing linezolid. The novel and nonobvious aspect of this 
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invention involves the process step a) wherein 3-fluoro-4-morpholinyl aniline is reacted 
with R-epichlorohydrin to produce N-[3-chloro-2-(R)-hydroxypropyl]-3-fluoro-4- 
morpholinyl aniline. The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest applicants' 
instantly claimed Invention.
